The Sparta Land Office was created May 11, 1820 by an Act en- 
; titled: “An Act to establish additional land offices in the states 
i ia of Alabama and Illinois." (1) Sections 1 and 3 stated "Be it enacted ~~ 
by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
American, in Congress assembled, That for the sale of the unappro- 
priated public lands in the state of Alabama, the following districts 
shall be formed, and land offices therefor established: All the public 
F lands, as aforesaid, bounded on the north by the line which separates 
townships numbered fourteen and fifteen, in the district of Huntsville; 
on the south, by the line which separates townships twenty-two and 
twenty-three, in the district of Cahawba, and the district east of 
_ Pearl river; and on the east and west, by the lines of the state of 
Alabama; shall forma district, for which a land office shall be 
established at Tuscaloosa. And all the public lands, as aforesaid, 
bounded on the south by the southern boundary of the state of Alabama;
